'Hie l^ela I rifle, the new arm with 
which the French infantry will bcsujv 
p lied before next (sp ring, is, according 
to all accounts, a wonder, and sever­ 
al models of the gun which have b*'en 
received here h ave excite« ! great in­ 
terest. 
'Hie new rifle is known by the 
n am e of its inventor, 1/ 1 el, and is 
sm aller and lighter th a n the rifle now 
in use; the French sokliers call it “ th* 
little gun." T he m ost authentic de­ 
scrip tions given to th« gun a g n * io 
a ttributin g to it a carrying [« ower be- 
yon« l t h a t of any rifle heretofore in 
use. 
The models received in 
New 
York are n o t known to be a m i r a t e 
cop ies of the Is'bel gun, ami exp eri­ 
m ents with them are ini|» o*3ible, ow ­ 
ing to the fact th a t th e |» owder u*ed 
is a secret com p ound of which the 
French G overnm ent has H40 monojio- 
ly. 
According to all accounts, t n e le btl 
gun 
will 
carry^ 
it* 
bullet 
m ore 
th a n 
a 
mile 
an d 
a 
half 
an d 
with a m ore certain aim th a n has 
been p ossible w ith o rdinary rifles* The 
bore of th e gun is very sm all and the 
hall, which is of steel an d sharp ly 
{minted a t the end, is kahI to revolve 
a t a s{« « ed of a th o usa n d revolutions 
a second. 
In the tests m ade by the 
French G overnm ent this bullet hae 
I an let rate d a brick wall eight inches 
thick a t a distance of 5 00 yard» ; it 
will go through an y kind of arm o r 
which can be worn by soldiers, and a t 
a distance of m ore th a n a mile will 
p ass through a m an as easily as a t 
ten p aces. 
T he gun has no m o i l un­ 
der fire an d the jmwder gives out no 
sm oke w hatever. 
It has b« en said 
th a t th e ¡» owder used m ust be atyjieo f 
smokeless h un t ins p ow der already 111 
the m arket, but this is denie« l by the 
inventor, who says t h a t he u-« s an 
entirely new com p ound. 
The li« bel 
gun is, of course, a rep eater, and the 
cartridges are so small th a t each sol­ 
dier carries 2 2 0 rounds of am m uni­ 
tion, as against 116 rounds formerly 
consulered th e m axim um . 
The French G overnm ent is now m a k­ 
ing these guns a t the ra te of 5 00 a d a y 
a t S aint Etienne, an« l is p rep aring to 
turn o ut double th a t number. 
F our 
factories, those a t Chatellerauit, Tulli 
an d S aint Etienne, will soon be a t 
work up on them .

President J. J. Hill, of the Mani­ 
toba, recently, a n d ^ fold me some 
of the reusons why the extension 
of his road was bound to make 
money, and also something about 
its relation to its rival, the North­ 
ern Pacific. 
Mr. Hill started out 
with the somewhat startling propo­ 
sition that the Northern Pacific 
coiild only do such business as the 
Manitoba permitted it to take from 
Helena and other common points, 
and then he proceeded to show me 
why. 
In the first place the Mani­ 
toba is only obliged to earn $075 
per mile in order to pay the inter­ 
est* on the bonds floated to con­ 
struct the road, while the North­ 
ern Pacific is oblige to earn, he 
says, ov*er $5,000 per mile to defray 
its fixed charges. 
Of course this 
would naturally give the Manitoba 
a great advantage, but, says Mr. 
Hill, it dosen’t stop there. 
For 
most of the distance the Manitoba 
has no steeper grade than twenty 
feet to the mile, and its steepest 
grades, just before entering Helena, 
is forty feet to the mile. 
In con­ 
sequence of this the Manitoba can 
hauf into Helena thirty loaded 
cars with one engine, while, be­ 
cause of the greater grade, the 
Northern Pacific, he informed me, 
could take in trains of Only four­ 
teen cars at the most with the 
same motive power. 
Manifestly, 
with this being the case, the Mani­ 
toba could afford to cut down al­ 
most one-half without going below 
tin- Northern Pacific’s oasis of pro­ 
fit. 
Consequently then the road 
oyer whose destinies Mr. Hill so 
ably presides could run its trains 
and make money when the North­ 
ern Pacific could only move cars at 
a loss, and could therefore dictate 
to the latter road. 
There is how­ 
ever a large stretch of intermediate 
territory that the older line will al­ 
ways be able to control and under 
the present energetic management, 
as the stock gradually becomes 
lessened through the sale of the 
road's valuable land grant, the day 
is probably not far distant when it 
will be on adividened paying basis. 
The country is fast settling up and 
there ought soon to be business 
enough for both roads, the only 
difference being the amount divided 
among the stockholders or placed 
in tiie su rp lus fund. 
But there isn’t much love lost 
between the two roads now.

LTOUGH ON WILLIAM. 
The New York World on Sun­ 
day contained an elaborate expo­ 
sition of Ignatius Donnelly’s at­ 
tempt to dethrone Shakespeare and 
give the honor of the authorship 
of Shakespeare’s plays to Loid Ba­ 
con. 
The article was written by 
Prof Thomas Davidson, who here­ 
tofore has taken no stock in the 
theory that Bucoti is the author of 
those plays, but since he paid Mr. 
Donnelly a visit at his home near 
Hastings, and has been permitted 
to examine the manuscript of Mr. 
Donnelly’s forthcoming book, and 
has had the main features of the 
cipher explained to him, he admits 
that his belief that the plays were 
written by Shakespeare has been 
very much shaken, and declares 
that had the plays come down to 
us without any name attached that 
they would be unhesitating attri­ 
buted to Bacon. 
In speaking of 
the argument that Mr. Donnelly 
uses in his forthcoming book to 
demonstrate that Shakespeare is 
not the author of those plays, Prof. 
Davidson says: 
“ Mr. 
Donnelly 
shows 
that 
ShaKespeare’seducation must have 
been extremely meager, while that 
of the author of the plays was 
broad and deep. 
He emphasizes 
the fact that we have no record of 
any study on the part of Shakes- 
peare. 
His account of Shakes­ 
peare's character will certainly be 
a surprise to most readers. 
He 
shows him to have been steeped in 
almost eyery kind of vice, to have 
*been a fornicator, an adulturer, a 
usurer, an oppressor of the poor, a 
drunkard, a systematic liar and 
forger of pedigrees, dying in the 
prime of life from the results of a 
three days’ drunken spree. 
He 
next shows that we have no record 
that Shakespeare ever owned a 
library, or even a book, and that 
not a single scrap of manuscript of 
his has come down to us, not even 
a letter to any of the numerous 
men with whom he is know to 
have been acquainted; nay, more, 
tdiat there is extant no letter ad­ 
dressed to him except one asking 
for a loan of money. 
There is 
nothing to show that Shakespeare 
was not very nearly illiterate. Mr, 
Donnelly next proves very clearly 
that while the author of the plays 
was an accomplished lawyer, there 
L nothing to show that Shakes­ 
peare ever opened a law book or 
! was inside a lawyer’s office, except 
on usurious questions. 
Having 
demonstrated to his own satisfac­ 
tion that the author of the plays 
was not Shakespeare, Mr. Donnelly 
proceeds to prove that he was 
i 1 .eon. 
After adducing evidence 
; to show that Bacon was a poet, and 
the author of the plays a profound

If this sura of $200,000,000 were 
in standard silver dollars it would 
present such features as this 
Put lengthwise, dollar after dol­ 
lar, it would stretch a distance of 
4,672 miles, making a silver streak 
from New York across the ocean to 
Liverpool. 
Piled dollar on dollar 
would 
reach a height of 355 miles. 
Laid flat on the ground would 
cover a space of nearly sixty acres. 
The weight of this mass of silver 
would be 7.160 tons. 
To transport would require 358 
cars carrying 20 tons each, which 
is the capacity of the strongest 
freight cars, and making a train 
two and one half miles long. 
On ordinary grades it would re­ 
quire 12 locomotives to haul this 
train. 
On roads of steep grades 
and sharp curves, 15 to 20 locomo­ 
tives would be required. 
In one dollar bills this two hun­ 
dred million dollar fortune would 
assume such shapes as this: 
The bills stitched lengthwise 
would extend 23,674 miles or near­ 
ly the circumference of the earth 
at the equator. 
Piled up on one another, close 
as leaves of a new book, would 
reach a height of 12 miles. 
Spread out on the ground they 
would cover 846 acres.

All other 
roads in the state have made this 
rate and we can see no reason why 
the Northern Pacific and Manitoba 
should not. 


The Janesville Scandal. 
N ew Y o rk, A u g. 3 1 .—Rev. Dr. 
Seymour, alias Covedale, the man 
who ran away from 
Janesville, 
Minn., with Editor Henry’s wife, 
was again in Jefferson 
Market 
Court to day. 
Justice D uffy has 
been notified that the Governor of 
Minnesota had refused to grant a 
requisition in the case, and further 
proceedings of 
prosecution had 
been abandoned. 
Seymour was 
discharged. 
The alleged libertine 
has received from a gentleman in 
Janesville a letter saying: 
If you 
will stay out of Minnesota you will 
not be troubled, but if you are ever 
found in the state I think you will 
get your just reward. 
It the Janes­ 
ville people could get you, they 
would not wait for the law to take 
its course.” 
Justice Duff\r advised Seymour 
not to return to Janesville, but the 
clergymen said he could take good 
care of himself, aud would go back. 
He added that although he had left 
his wife he intended to take care of 
his children, . Mrs, Henry, he as­ 
serted, would not aprain live with 
her husband, even if she returned 
to Janesville. 
Mr. Seymour told 
the judge that it was the intention 
of himself and Mrs. Henry to travel 
through England and give singing 
entertainments.

’I HE ST. P., if. A it. AND N.-P. 
Globe: 
I was talking 
with 
President J. J. Hill. o f the Mani­ 
toba, recently, andrite told me some 
of the reasons why the extension 
of his road was bound to make 
money, and also something about 
its relation to its rival, the North­ 
ern Pacific. 
Mr, Hill started out 
with the somewhat startling propo­ 
sition that the Northern Pacific 
codld only do such business as the 
Manitoba permitted it to take from 
Helena and other common points, 
aud then he proceeded to show me 
why. 
In the first place tile Mani­ 
toba is only obliged to earn $675 
per mile iii order to pay the inter­ 
est* on the bonds floated to con­ 
struct the road, while the North­ 
ern Pacific is oblige to earn, he 
says, over $5,000 per mile to defray 
its fixed charges. 
Of course this 
would naturally give the Manitoba 
a great advantage, but, says Mr. 
Hill, it doseu’t stop there. 
For 
most of the distance the Manitoba 
has no steeper grade than twenty 
feet to the mile, and its steepest 
grades, just, before entering Helena, 
is forty feet to the mile. 
Iii con­ 
sequence of this the Manitoba can 
haul into Helena thirty loaded 
cars with one engine, while, be­ 
cause of the greater grade, the 
Northern Pacific, he informed me, 
could take iii trains of only four­ 
teen cars at the most with the 
same motive power. 
Manifestly, 
with this being the case, the Mani­ 
toba could afford to cut down al­ 
mes* one-half without going below 
the Northern Pacific’s basis of pro­ 
fit.

There is how­

territory that the older line will al­ 
ways he able to control and under 
the present energetic management, 
as the stock gradually becomes 
lessened through the sale of the 
road's valuable land grant, the day 
is probably not far distant when it 
will be on adividened paying basis. 
The country is fast settling up and 
there ought soon to be business 
enough for both roads, the only 
difference being the amount divided 
among the stockholders or placed 
in the surplus fund. 
But there isn’t much love lost 
between the two roads now.

The New York World oil Sun­ 
day contained an elaborate expo­ 
sition of Ignatius Donnelly’s at­ 
tempt to dethrone Shakespeare and 
give the honor of the authorship 
of Shakespeare's plays to Loid Ba­ 
con. 
The article was written by 
Prof Thomas Davidson, who here­ 
tofore has taken no stock in the 
theory that Bacon is the author of 
those plays, but since he paid Mr. 
Donnelly a visit at his home near 
Hastings, and has been permitted 
to examine the manuscript of Mr. 
Donnelly’s forthcoming book, and 
has had the main features of the 
cipher explained to him, he admits 
that his belief that the plays were 
written by Shakespeare has been 
very much shaken, and declares 
that had the plays come down to 
us without any name attached that 
they would be unhesitating attri­ 
buted to Bacon. 
In speaking of 
the argument that Mr. Donnelly 
uses In his forthcoming book to 
demonstrate that Shakespeare is 
nut the author of those plays, Prof. 
Davidson says: 
“ Mr. 
Donnelly 
shows 
that 
Shakespeare’s education must have 
been extremely meager, while that 
of the author of the plays was 
broad and deep. 
He emphasizes 
the fact that we have no record of 
any study on the part of Shakes­ 
peare. 
His account of Shakes­ 
peare's character will certainly be 
a surprise to most readers. * He 
shows him to have been steeped in 
almost every kind of vice, to have 
"been a fornicator, an adulturer, a 
usurer, an oppressor of the poor, a 
drunkard, a systematic liar and 
forger of pedigrees, dying in the 
prime of life from the results of a 
three days’ drunken spree. 
He 
next shows that we have no record 
that Shakespeare ever owned a 
library, or even a book, and that 
not a single scrap of manuscript of 
his has come down to us, not even 
a letter to any of the numerous 
men with whom he is know to 
have been acquainted; nay, more, 
tffiat there is extant no letter ad­ 
dressed to him except one asking 
for a loan of money. 
There is 
nothing to .show that Shakespeare 
was not very nearly illiterate. Mr, 
Donnelly next proves very clearly 
that while the author of the plays 
was an accomplished lawyer, there 
L nothing to show that Shakes­ 
peare ever opened a law book or 
was inside a lawyer’s office, except 
on usurious questions. 
Having 
demonstrated to his own satisfac­ 
tion that the author of the plays 
was not Shakespeare, Mr. Donnelly 
proceeds to prove that he was 
I con. 
After adducing evidence 
to show that Bacon was a poet, and 
the author of the plays a profound 
and learned philosopher, he treats 
of the geography of the plays, and 
here he brings out some most tell­ 
tale facts. 
While neither Stratford 
(where Shakespeare was born) nor 
Avon is ever once mentioned in the 
plays, St 
Albans, the heme of 
Bacon, is mentioned twenty4hree 
times.” 
If Mr. 
Donnelly in his book 
proves beyond a doubt all that Prof. 
Davidson claims in the above state­ 
ment, there is no doubt but that a 
great many people, like Prof. Dav­ 
idson, will have 
their belief in 
Shakespeare as the author of the 
plays very much shaken, and if 
Mr. Donnelly's claim as to the ex­ 
istence of tile cipher is true, the 
authorship is settled beyond ques­ 
tion. 
The general public, how­ 
ever, is satisfied to give Shake­ 
speare the honor, and only positive 
proof to the contrary can change 
that belief. 
The World s article 
will certainly have one effect that 
will be very gratifying to the tal­ 
ented Minnesotan, and that is that 
the excitement it lias produced will 
cause fin increased sale of the book 
when it is finally issued, which

the literary world awaits 
with interest.

in.the matter of water and food analyses. 
Full details were presented of the many 
cases of poisoning a t Rochester, Oronoco 
and Mazeppa last June. 
The poison­ 
ing 
resulted 
from 
the 
eating 
of a 
lot of smoked sturgeon. 
The exam ination 
ol the board showed that the poisoning 
was due to the meat having become putrid 
from the excessive heat. 
The statistical 
report of tho secretary may be epitomized 
as follows: 
Number of births in the state 
from Jan. 1 to July 1, 1887, *.*,225; num- 
l>er of deaths, 4,523; number of boards of 
health in the state in active ojieration, 
about 1,300; number of persons directly 
employed by these boards and members 
of tho same, about 5,000.

many American seedsmen have their 
peas grown here. The exemption from 
bugs is attributed to the effect of 
Georgian Bay in cooling the summers 
so that the bugs do not mature early 
enough for the peas.—American Culti­ 
vator.

wa' taken ill and died. Then suspect­ 
ing the damp cellar, the drain was 
cleared out, but it was too late, the 
mischief was done and all of the chil­ 
dren had the disease. 
As I looked at 
the bereaved and saddened mother, 
I could but pity her want of knowl­ 
edge that had brought such 
afflic­ 
tion.” 


Ammonia For Bathing. 
Farmers and others who work hard 
ought to sweat freely. 
This is health 
ful, for it carries off dead matters 
from the body, and thus it is that 
hard work i* better than physic. But 
the benefit lrom perspiring becomes 
more than neutralized unless the effete 
and poisonous matter which it brings 
to the surface is promptly removed. 
Every night at lea-t a sponge wet w ith 
water should be passed over the en 
tire body, followed by brisk rubbing 
until dry. 
The water may be cold or 
warm, but. for cleaning the skin it 
should be as warm as the body. 
A 
little liquid am m onia addedtosoiten 
water w.onderfully increases its deter­ 
gent qualities and beside it leaves the 
skin fresh and cool, admirably pre 
paring the body for healthful sleep. 
The ammoniated water after being 
lised for bathing is all the better for 
watering garden or house plants-

There is no trade or occupation in 
life in which true economy is as im 
portant as in farming. 
By economy 
we do not mean stinginess or denying 
one’s self the common comforts of 
life. The farmer who practises it can 
not expect to command the esteem 
and respect of his fellow-rnen, nor re­ 
tain it himself. 
Nor is it necessary in 
this connection to admonish farmers 
of the importance and necessity o f 
saving what they make, and of turn­ 
ing into ready cash all kinds of pro­ 
ducts not needed ou the farm. 
But it 
is the little economies to which we 
would now more particularly direct 
the attention of farmers. 
In the first place, the economical 
farmer 
is 
necessarily 
a neat 
farmer. 
He cannot 
afford 
to 
al­ 
low weeds and briers to grow up in 
his fence corners to rob the soil of its 
fertility and rot his fence. 
He cannot 
afford to allow his gates and farm im­ 
plements to go to rack for the want of 
a little repair; his farm buildings to 
do the same for the want oi a little 
seeing to, well knowing that much of 
the value of his property depends up­ 
on its appearance. 
Take any two farms of the same 
number of acres iying m the same 
neighborhood, and composed of the 
same character of land, the one witt 
its fencing (were it not for the brier- 
and weeds that support it) about tr, 
tumble down, its fields inconveniently 
located, its buildings in a state of dil­ 
apidation without any approach or 
lawn to give an air of comfort to the 
premises, and the other with all these 
improvements plainly in view, and the 
difference in the market value of the two 
will be from 20 to 30 per cent. In favor 
of the latter simply on account of its 
neatness, 
Another essential point in 
economical farming is system. 
J» no 
business is it more neccessary to suc­ 
cess. 
Haphazard farming may, it is 
true 
earn a livinc, such as it is, 
for the time being but can never lay 
up anything for a “rainy day.” 
The 
methodical 
man, 
however, always 
knows his business, and can arrange 
it 
as to accomplish what he has to 
do with much less inconvenience, ex­ 
pense or labor than he who farms, 
it m a desultory, slipshod manner 
There must be system in everything 
pertaining to the farm-system in do­ 
ing everything in time; system in hav­ 
ing a place for everything and every­ 
thing in its place; system in not {Hit­ 
ting of anything till to morrow that 
can he done to-day; system in plan­ 
ning, in working, in grain growing, in 
stock breeding and feeding; in short, 
-.y-tem in everything.

The exam ination 
of tho board showed th a t the poisoning 
w-aa due to the m eat having become putrid 
from the excessive heat. 
The statistical 
report of the secretary m ay be epitom ized 
its follows:

But 
the benefit irom perspiring becomes 
more than neutralized unless the effete 
and poisonous matter which it bring- 
to the surface is promptly removed. 
Every night at least a sponge wet w it h 
water should b® passed over the en­ 
tire body, followed by brisk rubbing 
until dry. The water may be cold or 
warm, but for cleaning the skin it 
should be as warm as the body. A 
little liquid ammonia added to soiten 
water wonderfully increases its deter­ 
gent qualities and beside it leaves the 
skin fresh ami cool, admirably pre­ 
paring the body for healthful sleep. 
The ammoniated water after being 
lised for bathing is all the better for 
watering garden or house plants-

The farmer who practises it can­ 
not expect to command the esteem 
and respect of his fellow men, nor re­ 
tain it himself. Nor is it necessary in 
this connection to admonish farmers 
of the importance and nece-sity of 
.saving what they make, and of turn­ 
ing into ready ca-h all kinds of pro­ 
ducts not needed on the farm. 
But it 
is th* little economies to which we 
would now mor*' particularly direct 
the attention of fanners. 
In the first placf, the economical 
farmer 
is 
necessarily a neat 
farmer. He cannot 
afford 
to 
al­ 
low weeds and briers to grow up in 
his fence corners to rob the soil of its 
fertility and rot hi3 fence. He cannot 
afford to allow his cates and farm im­ 
plements to go to rack for the want of 
a little repair; his farm buildings to 
do the same for the want ct a little 
-eeing to, well knowing that much of 
the value of his property depends up­ 
on its appearance. 
Take any two farms of the same 
number of acres lying in the same 
neighborhood, and composed of the 
same character of land, the one with 
its fencing (were it not for the brier* 
and weeds that support it) about to 
tumble down, its fields inconveniently 
orated, its buildings in a state oi dil­ 
apidation without any approach or 
lawn to give an air of comfort to the 
premise-, and the other with all these 
improvement s plainly iii view, and the 
difference in the market value of the two 
will be from 20 to 30 per cent. In favor 
of tile latter simply en account of its 
neatness, 
Another essential point in 
economical farming is system. 
In no 
bu -iness is it more necessary to suc­ 
cess. 
Haphazard farming may, it ii 
true 
earn a Ii vine, such as it is, 
for the t irne being but can never lay 
up anything for a “rainy day.” 
Tile 
methodical 
man, however, always 
knows his business, and can arrange 
it so as to accomplish what he has to 
do with much less inconvenience, ex­ 
pense or labor than he who farms, 
it rn a desultory, slipshod manner 
There must be system in everything 
pertaining to the farrn-system in do­ 
ing everything in time; system in hav­ 
ing a place for everything and every­ 
thing in its place; system in not put­ 
ting of anything till to-morrow that 
can he done to day; system in plan­ 
ning, in working, in cram growing, in 
-tock breeding and feeding; in short, 
system in everything.—Baltimore Hun.

The N ew French Arm. 


N ew York Evening P o s t. 
The Lebcl rifle, the new arm with 
which the French infantry will bcsup- 
plied before next Spring, is, according 
to all accounts, a wonder, and sever­ 
al models of the gun which have been 
received here have excited great in­ 
terest. 
The new rifle is known by the 
nam e of »tb inventor, Lebel, and is 
smaller and lighter than the rifle now 
in use; the French soldiers call it "the 
little gun.” The most authentic de­ 
scriptions given to the gun agree in 
a ttributing to it a carrying power be­ 
yond th a t of any rifle heretofore in 
use. 
The models received in 
New 
York are not known to be accurate 
copies of the I> bel gun, and exj»eri- 
ments with them are impossible, ow ­ 
ing to the fact th a t the powder ui-ed 
is a secret compound of which the 
French G overnment has tip* monopo­ 
ly. 
According to all accounts, theLebel 
gun 
will 
c a rry 
its bullet 
more 
th a n 
a 
mile 
and 
a 
half 
and 
with a more certain aim than has 
been possible with ordinary rifie?> The 
bore of the gun is very small and the 
ball, which is of steel and sharply 
pointed at the end, is said to revolve 
a t a iq**Kl of a thousand revolutions 
a second. 
In the tests made by the 
French Government this bullet has 
penetrated a brick wall eight inches 
thick a t a distance of -500 yards; it 
will go through any kind ol arm or 
which can be worn by soldiers, and a t 
a distance of more than a mile will 
pass through a m an as easily as at 
ten paces. The gun has no recoil un­ 
der lire and the powder gives out 110 
smoke whatever. 
It has been said 
th a t the powder used must be a typeol 
smokele s hunting powder already in 
the m arket, b u t this is denied by the 
inventor, who says th a t he uses an 
entirely new compound. 
The Isabel 
gun is, of course, a repeater, and the 
cartridges are so small th a t each sol­ 
dier carries 220 rounds of am m uni­ 
tion, as against 116 rounds formerly 
considered the maximum. 
The French Government is now m ak­ 
ing these guns a t the rate of 500 a day 
a t Saint Etienne, and is preparing to 
turn out double th a t number. 
Four 
factories, those at Chatellerauit, Tulls 
and Saint Etienne, will soon be at 
work upon them.

Tho N ew French Arm. 
New York Evening Post. 
The I»le-1 rifle, the new arm with 
which the French infantry will besup- 
j ii led before next Spring, is, according 
to all accounts, a wonder, and sever­ 
al models of the gun which have been 
received here have excited great in­ 
terest. 
The neAv rifle is known by the 
nam e of lib inventor, I>d;el, and is 
sm aller and lighter than the rifle now 
in use; the French soldiers call it “the 
little gun.’’ ’['he most authentic de­ 
scriptions given to the gun agree in 
attributing to it a carrying jiower be­ 
yond th a t of any rifle heretofore in 
use. 
The models received in 
Neiv 
York are not known to he accurate 
cojnes of the Lebel gun, and exjK:ri- 
n ten ta with them are irnjiossible, ow­ 
ing to the fact th at the powder u*ed 
is a secret com pound of which the 
French Governm ent has tl^e inonopo- 
ly- 
Aocording to all accounts, the Lebel 
gun 
will 
carry 
its bullet more 
than 
a 
mile 
and 
a 
half 
and 
with a more certain aim than has 
been jiosHible with ordinary rifler The 
bore of the gun is very small and the 
ball, which is of steel and sharply 
[jointed at the end, is said to revolve 
a t a s J iced of a thousand revolutions 
a second. 
In the tests made by the 
French G overnm ent this bullet ha#* 
penetrated a brick wall eight inches 
thick a t a distance of 500 yard-; it 
will go through any kind of arm or 
which can be Avorn by soldiers, and a t 
a distance of more than a mile will 
pass through a m an as easily ae at 
ten jmces. The gun has no recoil un­ 
der fire and the j>owder gives out no 
sm oke whatever. 
It has been said 
that, the jiowder used m ust be a type o! 
smokeless hunting powder already in 
the m arket, b u t this is denied by the 
inventor, who says th a t he uses an 
entirely new co n fo u n d . 
The l>ebel 
gun is, of course, a re b a te r, and the 
cartridges are so small th a t eaeIi sol­ 
dier carries 220 rounds of am m uni­ 
tion, as against 118 rounds formerly 
considered the maxim um . 
The French Governm ent is now m ak­ 
ing these guns a t the rate of 500 ad ay 
a t Saint Etienne, and is preparing to 
turn out double th a t number. Four 
factories, those a t Chatellerault, Tulia 
and Saint Etienne, will soon be at 
woik upon them . 


R e d e m p tio n o f|M u tila te d M oney.

ed money is redeemable. 
It is safe to

selling his Indians whisky, but th a t he 
is unable to prevent it. 
It may be the 
people tliero have no other way of m ak­ 
ing a living.—Ex. 
There is a way that Col. Bheelian could 
prevent liquor being sold to the Indians, 
and th a t is to keep the d irty redskins on 
the reservation. 
If the Indians were 
k ep t on the reservation w here they be­ 
long, instead of allow ing them to inflict 
th e ir presence on a long suffering public, 
all these unjust arrests for whisky sell­ 
ing would be ayoided, and the settlers in 
the country surrounding this city would 
not live in constant fear of having their 
goods stolen by the theiving rascals, or 
be unable to leave their homes for fear a 
drunken Indian will insult and terrify 
the women of their fam ilies. 
T he res­ 
ervation is land set aside for their occu­ 
patio n , and we believe it the duty of the 
governm ent to keep them there. 
If this 
policy would be adopted such cases as 
th a t of Charles Ju ster, of Mille Lacs, 
who is now being tried at W inona would 
be unknow n. 
It seems th a t Ju ster was 
out in the woods h unting where he met 
an Indian who claim ed to be sick and 
who earnestly begged that he be given a 
little w hisky just to brace him up. 
Ju s­ 
ter through kindness com plied, and now 
the treacherous redskm has made com ­ 
plaint and had him arrested, and he will 
be com pelled to stand tlie heavy expenses 
of a trial, if indeed lie escapes im prison­ 
m ent. 
O f course there are some deliber­ 
ate violations of the law in regard to 
selling liquor to Indians by irresponsible 
liquor dealers, but even these would be 
stopped if the governm ent would keep 
the Indians where they belonged. 


Seen by E a ste rn E yes. 
T he Bhippensburg, Penn., News,com es 
to us this week and in its colum ns we 
find the follow ing from a traveling cor­ 
respondent: 
We very reluctantly left M inneapolis 
at 8:00 o’clock a. in., M onday, Aug. 8, on 
the N orthern Pacific Railw ay for Fargo, 
Dak. 
As we glide along in our com fort­ 
able car, through one of ihe most produc 
tive agricultural districts, we sec dotted 
here and there some very fine farm houses 
and ham s, rem inding us som ew hat of 
our Pennsylvania buildings. 
We pass 
through quite a 
num ber of thriving 
tow ns, nearly all being located ou the 
M ississippi 
River, 
before 
we 
reach 
Brainerd. 
Brainerd is the county seat of 
Crow W ing C ounty, on the M ississippi. 
It has about 10,000 of a population, and 
one of the best business tow ns in the 
Slate. 
Harry Totton, son of D. W. Tot- 
ton, is successfully situated here in the 
boot and shoe business, and has one of 
the principal business places in the town. 
The industries of the place are flour and 
lum ber mills, railroad shops, and many 
m anufacturing industries that m ake it a 
very desirable place. 
It has been yery 
dry and hot in this region; had but one 
rain during the sum m er, and the crops 
consequently 
suffering from 
drouth. 
They have had some trouble w ith the 
Crow Indians on the reservation, 20 miles 
from here, at a place called A itkin, all 
through the result of whisky. The people 
were terrorized uutil the Governm ent 
agent arrived, and the excitem ent Vas 
allayed. 
I saw quite a num ber of hncks 
from the reservation on the streets. 


N ot M uch Loss. 


T he theater going people of our city 
evidently did not loose m uch by the non- 
appearance of the Black Crook Co. at 
Sleeper O pera House as advertised, as 
the follow ing item taken from the D uluth 
E vening Journal w ill show: 
“ I have often wonder since the B lack 
Crook showed here why it was th at such 
a shrew d, sharp business man as M anager 
Condon is supposed to be could be taken 
in so easily.

lands denuded of tim ber, and pine tim ber 
at th a t, and the fact been dem onstrated 
th a t the land is exceedingly fruitful. 
Some day the lum ber region to the north 
of us will be dotted all over w ith settlers 
and farm ers, and men who own pine 
lands now will show a deep and abiding 
interest in the value of agricultural lands 
and agricultural products.—Lum berm an. 
T he I&et is dem onstrated right here in 
Crow W ing and Cass counties. 
The 
w riter had occasion to visit the region 
of Pelican lake the first of the week and 
it being our first visit to those parts we 
were som ew hat surprised to find th a t the 
soil was very productive, more so than is 
common in a pine country. 
Along the 
road and through the tim ber red top grass 
stood as high as a m an’s head and grew 
in abundance. 
A t several places we 
noticed gardens the grow th of w hich was 
m arvelous, and yegetation grows rank. 
These lands at no distant day w ill be as 
valuable as any in the state, and we are 
inform ed th at several lum bering firms 
refuse to sell tlieir real estate in that 
vicinity after they 
baye removed the 
tim ber from it. 


T he M innesota State F air people are 
m aking things very 
lively this year. 
N ever before lias such interest been 
shown in the fair by people all over the 
State. 
The exhibits in every departm ent 
will bu m uch larger than last year. 
There are already over 125 head of horses 
on the grounds aud the application for 
entries indicate th a t the stables will be 
crowded fuil before tlie fair opens. 
Mr. 
Leonard Johnson, of East Castle Rock,

Col. Sheehan, agent of the White Earth 
reservation, says Brainerd dealers are 
selling his Indians whisky, but that he 
is unable to prevent it. It may be the 
people there have no other way of mak­ 
ing a living.—Ex. 
There is a way that Col. Sheehan could 
prevent liquor being sold to the Indians, 
and that is to keep the dirty redskins on 
the reservation. 
lf the Indians were 
kept on the reservation where they be­ 
long, instead of allowing them to inflict 
their presence on a longsuffering public, 
all these unjust arrests for whisky sell­ 
ing would be ayoided, and the settlers in 
the country surrounding this city would 
not live in constant fear of having their 
goods stolen by the theiving rascals, or 
be unable to leave their homes for fear a 
drunken Indian will insult and terrify 
the women of their families. 
The res­ 
ervation is land set aside for their occu­ 
pation, and we believe it the duty of the 
government to keep them there. If this 
policy would be adopted such cases as 
that of Charles Juster, of Mille Lacs, 
who is now being tried at Winona would 
be unknown. It seems that Juster was 
out in the woods hunting where he met 
an Indian who claimed to be sick and 
who earnestly begged that he be given a 
little whisky just to brace him np. Jus­ 
ter through kindness complied, and now 
the treacherous redskin has made com­ 
plaint and had him arrested, and he will 
be compelled to stand the heavy expenses 
of a trial, if indeed he escapes imprison­ 
ment. 
Of course there are some deliber­ 
ate violations of the law in regard to 
selling liquor to Indians by irresponsible 
liquor dealers, but even these would be 
stopped if the government would keep 
the Indians where they belonged. 


Seen by E astern Eyes. 
The Shippensburg, Penn., News,comes 
to us this week aud in its columns we 
find the following from a traveling cor­ 
respondent: 
We very reluctantly left Minneapolis 
at 8:00 o’clock a. in., Monday, Aug. 8, on 
the Northern Pacific Railway for Fargo, 
Oak. As we glide along in our comfort- 
ablecar, through one of the most produc 
tive agricultural districts, we see dotted 
here and there some very fine farm houses 
and barns, reminding us somewhat of 
our Pennsylvania buildings.

The people 
were terrorized until the Government 
agent arrived, and the excitement Yvas 
allayed. I saw quite a number of bucks 
from the reservation on the streets.
